TRUE COLONIAL POLICY. 



Intelligent men who havo lived in tlie inoro 
ndvanceil Uriti.sh colonic:) sufficiently Ion;,' 
to -become acquainted with public sentiment 
prevailing there, nro sometimea » trunk with 
the temlouey to sectionalism that occasion- 
oily exhibits ilsu-lf in this colony. While in 
othor mid older colonies the prevailing lone 
of public opinion is decidedly colonial, hero 
we now and then behold it divided inti two 
or three different shades. Some are ail fur 
the old country, more are Canadian or .Aus- 
tralian, others again swear by the all sutli- 
ency ol the spread oagle. Among them nil 
we find" little, very little o( wha'. ought to 
preval most, and that is a Yancoverittn and 
British Columbian p;irty. To be sure there 
aro many ways to account for this state of 
things. Among them, however, must be 
placed in the first rank the extreme youlli ol 
this colony. It takes lime to fuse together 
into n homogenous mass a population com- 
posed of materials so multitudinous ami 
diverse as one is sure to meet on any part of 
this coast. Men ccme here to make their 
fortune and leave. Most of them do not at 
first look upon it as their permanent place of 
residence— as the home of their remaining 
days. The harvest homes of merry England, 
the green fields of Ireland, or the blue hills 
of bouny Scotland, loom upon the memory of 
those from the mother country, ns a longed- 
for haven. The Teuton and t It a Gaul would 
ho again by the Rhine and the Loire, while 
the (Janadadian now and then thinks of his 
blue lakes and syUan isles. And the Aine- 
I car-, restless and speculative, though he 
may-be wants to end his days under'' the 
old flag" by the banks of the Hudson. Tow 
or none of those wishes are. however, des- 
tined :o be fulfilltd. We are mere creatures 
of oiroumstances. They mould us like wax. 
Thoy shapo our destiny in spile of us, lu 
spile, th iretore, of our longings for another, 
home — our old one, perhaps, nine-tenths of 
us arc destine 1, to bo severed from all con 
nectioa with our formsr associations. We 
are bound to become part and parcel of this 
country, to grow with it, to make its inte- 
rest paramount to every other consideration. 
This is tho cass in other colonies, and in the 
United States. Europeans learn to look upon 
the place of their birth as a pleasant Memory, 
but upon tho new world as the homo of 
themselves nud their children. They be- 
come, if they live in a colony, colonists in 
every sense of the word. Thoy arc ready 
to taka up the cudgels for the land of their 
adoption, against all who are disposed lo 
interfere with its rights. They look upon 
the possibility of its being, in the course of 
time, a nation, separate from all others ex- 
cept perhaps by the lies of kindred. 

With such feelings they become sell reliant, 
they work together for the goid of the coun- 
try of their adoption. Through their exer- 
tions they add !u-ire to the British name j 
they show the brightest examples of the ut- 
most liberty with a stable government, — 
All this I hey accomplish, because of their 
true Colonial spirit. They love tho land they 
have chosen for their home. They are united 
for the good of that land. They are neither 
English, Irish, nor Scutch, where the interests 
of the Colony aro concerned. They are Aus- 
tralians, Nova Scotians or Canadians. They 
have a Colonial pride which makes them re- 
spect themselves, and be anxious fir the pros- 
perity and advancement of their respective 
Colonies. This is the spirit we desire to -see 
cultivated in those Colonies. We hale sec- 
tionalism, nothing could he worse than lo 
allow any such feeling to grow up amongst 
us. Nothing can be more opposite to all that 
is liberal, all that is frank and noble in hu- 
man nalure. Wo are here, men from all 
parts of the world. If wo should each have 
our party, it would give rise lo a perfect Bi>_ 
bel of cliques, all animated by the inmost di- 
versity of sentiment and opinions, and nil con- 
sequently working at cross purposes. Noth- 
ing could he more ruinous to the bosl inter 
esls of the country than this, nothing would 
serve to make us appear more contemptible 
in the eyes of all sensible men. Hat this 
state of things wo hope will never happen in 
these Colonics. Wo never wish to see our 
population separated into American, Cana- 
dian, Austr. lian, French, German, or oven 
British parlies. We want to see all meet on 
a common ground, and that ground a Colo- 
nial one. That is the party we wish lo see 
That is tho party we all aro interest ad in sup- 
porting. If we don't mind our business no- 
body else will mind i! for us. England ex- 
pects wo will do this. It is for that reason 
she gives constitutions lo her Colonics, t-hr 
wants thorn lo be self reliant, to bo Colonists 
in fact above all things. There are many 
things wo can learn from one another. IVr- 
feciion belongs to no country. By comparing 
notes, there are many things brought lo light 
■which might with profit be adopted for the 
advancement of the goneral welfare of the 
Colony. Wo would therefore like to see u 
greater com mingling of all the different ele- 
ments of which society is in these Colonies 
composed. We want to see no party lines 
other than Colonial. There is no necessity 
for thorn. Public opinion in lliefte Colonies 
should therefore bo general, not sectional. 
The connection with the Ihrone, and the ad- 
vancement of our special interests, are all we 
need trouble ourselves about. There is no 
danger ol tho one being threatened. And the 
other is such that it concerns every man in 
the community, and therefore afford* a plat- 
form for u common party to which nil may 
belong.

The Thoiindikj: Murders. — By ibe 
schooner Amelia, from Slekin, we have in- 
telligence coniirtniii" the previous reports of 
the mardoi of two moa belonging to the 
achaoner Thorndike by Indians on the north- 
east coast. The Ameltr. ranched Fort Ru- 
pert on the 11th April, am! about nn hour 
afterwards the schooner Thorndike arrived, 
having on board the dead bodies of two men, 
named Jamea Freeman (a foreigner) and a 
man called Charley Brown (a Dano or a 
Dutchman.) The survivor, who was the cap- 
tain of the craft, named Frank, thus related 
the circumstances. They had anchored in 
the Straits below Salmon Rivor, and had 
j nut weighed anchor. Freeman was steering 
and Brown was pulling the after oar, the 
captain being at the bow oar (it was too 
calm to set sail.) They were towing a 
canoe with ono Indian in it, and a short dis- 
tance astern was another canoo with four 
Indiana in. The Indian ivus told to cast off, 
aj they had enough to do to pull their own 
boat, and immediately after, as Brown and 
Freeman turned their backs, the Indians fired 
a volley into them. The two men fell, each 
having been struck by two bullets. Brown 
expired immediately, one shot having passed 
through his heart. Freeman lingered for 
some little time. The captain jumped below, 
took his revolver, and without exposing him- 
self more than was necessary, lired at the 
Indians, who were making for the shore, 
which was closo by. The Indians (ired 
nt him from tho shore, but tho tide took the 
schooner out of reach, when a little breeze 
sprang up, and the captain made snil. The 
murderers again pushed off and (ired nt him, 
but would not come near, and about an hour 
afterwards ho bailed the Nanaimo Packet, 
and they fuve him one hand to help to work 
the schooner, nnd they sailed together to 
Fort Rupert. The captain said tfce single 
Indian was in league with tho others, and it 
was evidently a preconcerted plan to kill 
them and rob tho vessel, which was laden 
with provisions nnd other goods. The 
Thorndike would remain nt Fort Ru- 
pert for the arrival of the Devastation. The 
bodies of the murdered men were buried in- 
side the lort on the next day (Sunday). They 
were both miners proceeding to itekin, and 
most ol the cargo belonged to them. The 
Amelia had seen the Devastation on the 9th 
in Queen Charlotte Sound.

From Stekin. — Captain Cameron of the 
Anielia which left Stekin on tho 8th March, 
has favored us with the following items from 
Stekin. — Arrived at the mouth of the River 
on the 10th February. A party of miners 
(all Frenchmen) had comedown tho river on 
the ice for provisions, they were detained nt 
the month for about a fortnight through tho 
cold weathei, as 6oon as it moderated they 
left ngain with supplies. A ennoe laden with 
provisions while proceeding up the river was 
frozen in. Provisions were not very plentiful 
nt tho mouth. Captain Cameron was ol 
opinion that if no fresh arrivals took place 
soon, they would run short. When ho was 
leaving, another party had just come down 

i among them wns Mr- Campbell formerly of 
Jew Westminster), they reported that they 
could find tolerable good prospects, where they 
■were mining up in the canon, and intended 
returning there. 

Latest from Nanaimo. — Tho steamer 
Emily Harris arrived at Brodrick'a wharf 
yesterday evening from Esquimalt, which 
port she entered on Tuesday night. .She 
reports thnt several Indians had como into 
Nanaimo in canoes recently, who asserled 
that the Cowichnn tribe expressed them- 
selves eager and willing to ti^ht the " ten- 
ass" man-of-war, and were quite confident of 
their own powers of resistance. Newer 
versions of the late attack coming from 
thence, stale- that while the Forward was 
waiting until the lime given for the surren- 
der ol the murderers had expired, a live shell 
was thrown into the air from her decks to in- 
timidate the Indians, and that upon this they 
fired tho volley which killed the poor young 
sea mini. 



Great Exodus.— Tho numbers who have 
left Victoria within the past few weeks to 
soek their fortunes in tho gold region ol 
Cariboo has created a visible difference in 
the appearance ol our streets. Day alter day 
do we witness a perceptible decrease in the 
life and bustle observable in our principal 
thoroughfares during the winter. There is 
something melancholy in suddenly missing 
familiar faces from their old nnd familiar 
haunts, but there is the lurking conriola t ion 
that they have not left us forever, and that 
ere long they will again return, with still 
brighter feces, and we hope larger pockets. 

Tut: Nbw Daily.— The first number of 
the Daily Evening Express, published by 
Messrs. Wallace & Allen, made its appear- 
ance yeilerday, making the third daily now 
published in Victoria. It is really very cieil- 
it ably got up, both as regards matter and ty- 
pography, and we have no doubt it will ob- 
tain that share of public oonfiJence and 
support which ilj proprietors wish io de- 
serve.

CITY DEAD HOUSE. . 

A communication was read from Dr. Dick 
son, Coroner, suggesting the strong necessity 
now tho summer months were ut hand, of 
having a Dead House erected; stating fur- 
ther that the House of Assembly had voted 
a sum for the purpose, and requesting the 
sanction of the Council to it* construction 
over tho water on Wharf street. 

Councillor Copland considered tho com- 
munication a most extraordinary one. 
When they went before the Governor lie told 
them they had not an inch of ground in the 
city, and' now comes an application which 
must ho looked upon as a Government ono, 
though coming through the Coroner. If they 
had the government of tho city Ihey must 
maintain it.

If the House of 
Assembly bad voted a sum for the erection 
of a Dead House within the city limits, why 
was it not handed over to the Council to re- 
gllUlU ils expenditure. It was timo such 
nonsense was put nn end to. 

A lengthy discussion ensued nnd it was 
finally agreed to appoint Councillors Searby 
and Stronach a Committee to confer with the 
Coroner as to tho selection of the site. 

PETITION TO THE Til BONK. 
Unto IIcrMost Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria; 
The pe'.ition of the Mayor nnd Council nf the City 
of Victoria, in the Colony of Vancouver 
Island, 
Humbly Sheweth, 

That your petitioners arc subjected to many 
grievances. 

That the present official members of the Gov- 
ernment of the colony are not actuated by a desire 
to assist the citizens, but seem only anxious to 
aggrandize themselves, at the cost of the entire 
community. 

That, although the Act incorporating tho city 
has been law since the Ud day of August, ISG'2, 
yet the parties administering the Government of 
the colony have failed to hand over to your peti- 
tioners the land in the city reserved specially for 
city purposes, notwithstanding frequent and re- 
peated applications made to them for that purpose ; 
but, on tho contrary, have leased part of the 
same, and appropriated the rents to the General 
Government of the colony, to the great damage 
of the city. 

That your petitioners view with distrust tho fact 
that nearly all the official*, in this. colony have ac- 
quired large tracts of the most valuable land, 
which they have now in their possession, or have 
disposed of the same to other parties, at a vert 
large increase in price in advance of the original 
prico paid by them. 

That your petitioners entertain the belief that 
much valuable lan d has bceu disposed of since 
negotiations have been pending between your 
Majesty's Government and the Hudson Day Com- 
pany, which land should have reverted to your 
Majesty's Government, 

That much wrong has been caused by tht inetii- 
cient and unbusinesslike manner in which the 
Land Office of this colony has been conducted, 
and tho altering of the official maps. 

That great injustice has been 'done to the citi- 
zens of Victoria from the sale by the Hudson Hay 
Company of parcels of land which wero marked 
on the ollicial maps as reserves, and afterwards 
sold by that company as town lots, ihus defraud- 
ing former purchasers, who bought with the idea 
that the reserves would be left as represented to 
thou). 

That official maps we:e exhibited, and streets 
represented on the same as running to the water, 
all of which streets, with one exception, have bieu 
disposed of by the Hudson Hay Company as 
town lots, to tho great injury of the citizens, and 
contrary to law. 

Your petitioners therefore humbly pray that 
Commissioners be appointed to report upon the 
lands that have been disposed of by the Hudson 
Hay Company. And that a certain quantity of land 
be appropriated for city purposes, or that year 
Majesty may do in the premises in such way and 
maimer as to vou may seem meet and proper. 

And your petitioners as in duty bound, will ever 
prav. 

Victoria, V. I., April, 1883. 

Councillor Hicks supported tho petition nnd 
spoke at some length. Ho condemned in 
stronjj; terms the course pursued by the Gov- 
ernment and Hudson buy officials, with ref- 
erence io thoir speculations in hind. He pro- 
ceeded to point out special cases of grievance, 
and said there was not a piece of ground loll 
on which to build u City Hall.

put down this system of robbery. 

Councillor Copland followed on the same 
side, lie considered that U, M. G ivornmeot 
received unofficial intimation beforehand, and 
they knew the contents of the djciunent in 
Downing street] as well as they did, but it 
only wanted one drop inure to fill the cup; 
let the seal be put and the petition forwarded, 
and it would produce investigation, A doc- 
ument signed by 500 of the inhabitants would 
nut have half the ellect as the City Council 
aud their seal. If Ihey hud a name and a seal 
let them use them, and as sure as they did thu 
matter would bo investigated. 

Councillor Searby thought some of the 
mailer exposed in tho memorial certainly 
looked suspicious, but olliers were very ri- 
diculous, anil would look more like coming 
from a jealous than a zealous corporation, lie 
did not see that much blame could attach to 
the ollici»ls for investing their money in buy- 
ing nnd sellinj land, lie would move that 
the memorial be referred to a committee o! 
the whole, 

Councillors Stronach and Rein supported.

— A French gentle- 
man, who arrived by the Enterprise from 
Nanaimo, informs us that, nn Saturday 
morning last, he was told by Capt. Stewart 
that four white men had been murdered at 
Qualicom by Indians, and two mure some- 
whoro above thai. Cunt, Stewart wns about 
proceeding in that direction ten largo farm 
belonging lo him. He slated that ho enter- 
tained no fear lor his own safety, as ho was 
too well known among all the Indians. 



Life Among the Sttckeena. 

Tho following sketches which we have 
lately received of life at Stickeen, wo pub 
lish from tho jotting of an intelligent and 
observant correspondent on that river, 
who has resided there since iast fall. They 
servo to give ono a very good idea of the 
aborigines at homo. 

START UP THE RIVER. 

On the 17th of September made ready for 
a start up the river, from a little above Stekin 
rauch. You can have no conception of the 
trouble I was put to in making a baigain for 
the use of the canoes, 'and even alter they 
were loaded the next trouble was to get thorn 
lo set out. Add to that a heavy rain coming 
on and all the goods exposed lo it. At lasl 
we made a start ; we camped early however 
tho weather being very bad. 

THE BLACK rilOI'IIET. 

Next morning just as wo were preparing 
to start, an old rascal of a Si wash doclor 
came along, and afler many protestations of 
friendship got his breakfast along with the 
rest. When we were all ready to set out, he 
came down to the canoes, and I thought he 
was giving us a blessing; ho snorted like a 
horse, barked like a dog, grunted like a hog, 
nnd got through a great many othor outland- 
ish things. We started oir in high spirits, 
but alas, 1 soon found out the old scoundrel 
had given us a hilt-Handed blessing; he had 
told the others that there was going to be 
siokne-s in the canoes. Of course, the fools 
he'.ieved him, so 1 could get very little work 
out of them, and when we met a canoe com- 
ing back with two men sick, it was all up. 
Wo got up to a beach where tho river wasn't 
so rapid and wero having a long wa-wu 
wilh them when three ennues with whitemen 
hove in sight coming down. Thnt settled 
me in a moment. 1 gradually gave way to 
my Indians. 

RETURN TL Till: RANCH— SICKNESS. 
O.i getting a promise to get somo of the 
stuff bark, 1 gave them the word to turn 
round, which they did with gieat glco ; I 
forgot to mention that a couple of my best 
men had loll me previous to Ibis and two 
more were sick. 

Tho doctor was right after all. We hid 
sickness on board, and no mistake ; for, 
>h;irtiy after we stalled down, I was taken

gcance. It rained heavy all the next day, 
so I saw ii would be necessary to get the 
goods under some better cover than canvas. 
Tho siwashes wore still stopping with mo, 
so I got thorn to move the stall over to the 
ranch, and it wus done, of tor considerable 
trouble and some expense. When I got over 
to the ranch, I found the goods in n firstrnte 
house— that is. it wns comfortable — some- 
thing between a fort and a jail. It was looped 
over for musketry, and bod a turret on the roof, 
fitted in the same manner. A living spring 
uT waler was inside. There were also fifteen 
muskets, a largo Lumber of pistuls, and a 
quantity of powder and balls that astonished 
me — in fact, we could stand a good Indian 
siege. The old man who owns the house is 
a regular gentleman, at least, so fur as I 
know him, and' I have boon here some tirno 
now. 

Previous to my going up tho river, on the 
2d of August, there was a cuse of smallpox 
in tho house. It was a young olootchman — 
tho old man's daughter, lie thought a great 
deel of her, so 1 did all that lay in my power 
for her. On the second day afler she was 
lakeu bail, they moved her out of tho bouse, 
(she was veiy loth to go), to n small hush 
house outside. It was very comfortable. I 
tended her till she got very bad, when they 
would nut let me go near her. 

A ROW. 

On the r ;h / — — started out of this in their 
canoe. They were hardly out ol sight when a 
big row took place among the siwnshe.s. Thoy 
R-ero flying around wilh muskets, knives) 
and pistols — the cry was " Snook, Snook 1" ] 
This Snook wns my old friend who took the 
stuff from mo, and fired tho shots at the ca- I 
noes. He is a most notorious scoundrel ; sol 
thought, from what I saw, it would he a good 
chance io get even with bim. 1 went into 
tho house to gel my arms where I lound the 
old man and oiglil ol his lillacums, armed to 
tho teeth. I was nut allowed to go outsido, 
so I ha l to stay nnd watch the proceedings 
from the inside. There was u great dcnl of 
fuss and no feathers. Shakes, tho old msu.s 
son, came ucross with somo men, but at the 
first show of fighting he ami his gallant war- 
riors laced lo the right-about and beat a hasty 
retreat. Tho old man I am staying with put 
en end lo the trouble by challenging Snook 
to light single-handed wilh knives. Snook 
declined — so the troubles were at nn end for 
that night. During the evening there was 
>e:ne heavy firing, but. ns nobody tooi; any 
notice of il of course 1 didn't.

Life in tub Dekp Ocbun, — Wo read in 
" Proceedings of the Natural History So- 
ciety of Huston, U. S.," an observation of 
Mr. .M.'ircou, in regard to deep-sea soundings 
that n Norwegian naturalist had recently ob- 
tained, by menn3 of the same instruments 
used by Capt. McUlintCjolr and Dr. Wallieb, 
between Capo North nnd Spitsbergen, living 
unitnnls from 11 depth of 8400 lent (more 
than a mile nnd n hrdf). At this depth, 
where tho temperature was only throe-tonlhs 
of a degree centigrade (nearly tho lioczing 
point), wetq fouml living polyps, mussels, 
tinientu, onnolidcs, and bright-colored crus- 
taceans.

1 saw in a moment he- 
was armed with knife and pistol j but ns tho 
house was now chock Full, 1 only had lo 
be quiet. lie walked tight in, never taking 
any not ; ;e of mo or any body else. The per- 
formance conmeuced with my old man taking 
a botlic of liquor, as he imagined, and speak- 
in"- some- vrords as he, poured some of the 
stuff into a mug, he threw it on thu firo, 
when to tho astonishment of everybody, it 
nearly pul the fire out — ill foot, it turned out 
to lie water. They soon, however, notified 
the mistake. A bottle of liquor, with a great 
many incantalinns, was thrown on tho lire in 
glassful3. The old man then pollalched somo 
blankets. Afier this the smoking commenced, 
lbs tobacco being found by the old man, two 
tolas men being employed cutting it up. 
Tlifcn the old man commenced passing tho 
bullleamongthem. Such smoking and talking 
I never saw or hoard when tliey got fairly well 
on, it turned out that t'noy all had some kind I 
of liquor with them, anil they commenced 
poUashmg one with the other. Tho prund 
spree finished up with the old man eiving j 
each one ol them several heads of leaf to- 
banco. The confob then broke up. A select H 1 "*" 
party, however, remained in thu house and 
had u dnncc, one of them playing an noc/inleon 
very well; what astonished me wus the friendly 
footing they all appeared to Lie on with 
Snooks it Co. 1 did not like it ns ho has 
sworn to kill two Boston men. and the proba- 
bility is ho will keep his Word.

I think i' wns the second morning after 
the steanii''.- Labouchere sailed I found out 
what was the matter wilh me, for the small- 
pox broke out upon me, but not very heavy. 
Tho Indiana wonted to turn me oirt of the 
house; that is their fashion. Whenever one 
of idem takes the small-pox out be goes to 
the tena<:: house, which i* generally n brush 
shanty very loosely put together, but some 
have only a piece of bark or a mat to shelter 
them, with nothing but their old piece of 
blanket for a covering. Of courso thai 
treatment soon kills them oil. No less than 
six died while I was sick. While my sick- 
ness was nt its worst ftugo Ihoy had conclu- 
ded to put trie out, when luckily for me, a 
largo canoe nnd eight whitemen arrived at 
the ranch : they took ohlirge of 1110 and 1 
speedily recovered .
